CRUMBLING RUINS IN 
HEART OF LONDON 


London, Jan, 21. 


The crumbling remains of an old Roman gate, built about 1,800 © 


years ago, have been uncarthed beneath Tower Hill which ts 
one of London’s most thickly populated districts.: : 


The gate, about 17 feet: in Width, wan ‘discovered by resuarch * 
workers of the Tower Hill Improvement Society, of which King 
Edward VII is patron, during, excavations to ascertain the state 
of preservation of the Roman wall which surrounded London during 
the early centuries of the Christian era, 


Apparently built in the second century'A.D., the gate is believed 
by experts to ‘be the old Postern gate which stood on the main line 
of early Londan’s east and west traffic. 


The gates of London are known throughout the world but hitherto ‘ 
only eight -have-been known—Aldgate, Dishopspate, Moorgate, 
Cripplegate, Aldersgate, Newgate, Lidgate ‘and Billingsgate. After 
the ninth gate fell it was replaced by houses and the name of tho 
district beaame Postern Row. All trace of the original name dis- 
appeared, however, When the new approach road to Tower Bridge 
was built in 1894. ©
